Court before Dr. Stewart on Tuesday, : 
Li‘Ahung, shop coolie, was charged 
with throwing a parcel into the-gaol 
on the 26th inst. According to the 
evidence, about 10 a.m. on Monday 
last, P.C. Peer Bhoy, 613, was. stand:. 
ing in-Caine-road, when he obsorv- 
ed the defendant in Old Bailey-street, 
near the gaol wall, from whence he 
threw something over the wall. He 
went ‘away, bat the comstable fol- ’ 
lowed after and arrested him. Wil- 
liam Staunton, acting warden; said 
in consequence of what the constable, 
told him, ho searched that part of 
the gaol grounds. where the parcel 
was thrown, over, but he cquld find 
nothing. It was difficult to discover 
what was thrown into the gaol un- 
less a signal was first given. The 
prisoner. was discharged from gaol. 
on the 24th instant. Two convic- 
tions were recorded ‘against the pri- 
soner, and'hé was fined $10, or -in 


‘When asked by the magistrate 
what he had to say in defence, Li 
Ahung denied the charge ia éofo, and 
argued that if he had thrown any- 
thing into the gaol, as sworn ‘to by: 
the constable, whatevor it might 
have been it would have been found, 
To any man of practical -common- 
sense this defence was simply un- 
assailable; and how in the face of 
the evidence, on the mere assertion 


could convict this man, and sentence: 
him to six weeks’ imprisonment with 
the option of a fine uf $10, we leave 
that worthy gentleman to explain to 
his superiors, It is a well known. 
axiom in law that s man’ is supposed 
to be innocent until he has been. 


‘| which the rule has 


proved to be guilty. If the proofs 


| brought forward in support of a cri- 


minal charge are not of a convincing 
character, no judge, on: his own re- 
sponsibility, has any right to’ enter 
a conviction against the prisoner at ' 
the bar, unless his guilt ‘has been 


| demonstrated in an unmistakeable 


manner. We contend that there 
was no evidence brought’ forward 
against Li Ahung to’ justify the ma- 
gistrate in finding him guilty of 
the ‘offence with which he ‘was 
charged. ‘The constable said he saw 
the prisoner throw something—he 
did not’ know: what—over the wall ’ 
of the gaol, and he-immediately ar- 
rested him. ."This was denied by the 
prisoner, and on a search being at 
once made by Mr, Staunton, the. act- 
ing warden, not a trace of anything 
could’be found. ‘This alone ought 
to have insured. an acquittal ; but 
no, Li ‘Ahung had been “twice: pre- 


‘viously . convicted ; he ;was only fit |. 


to herd with criminals; he had al- 

ready served two, terms of imprison~ 
ment in a¢cordance with the law of 
the colony, and although having 
done so entitled him to the protection 

of those laws, all the justice and pro- 

tection .he received from the emi- 

nently.capable and enlightened ma- 

gistrate was a sentence of six weeks’ 

imprisonment. | Li’ Ahung’may pos- 

sibly ‘have’ thrown ‘something ‘over 

the prison, wall; but, ag satisfactory 

evidence of his ‘criminality was not 

forthcoming—in fact the only reliable 

evidence, that of Mr. Staunton, went,
